tiate  be  like  next  year? 
Since  several  Xavierites 
risited  the  major  seminary 
■and  talked  to  some  of  the 
ihnen  who  know  what  is  going 
ton  in  the  community,  a  ray 
[of  light  has  penetrated 
[the  clouds  of  uncertainty. 
TAt  long  last  we  are  sure 
jpf  one  thing.  Nobody  but 
Jnobody  knows  what  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  novitiate  for  the 
. PP.S.  community  is. 

There  has  been  much 
^speculation  on  the  part  of 
the  seminarians  during  the 
past  few  months.  Although 
[it  is  not  certain,  noviti¬ 
ate  as  it  now  exists  at 
[Burkettsville,  Ohio  will 
be  written  off  in  the  an- 
Tials  of  history  as  a  tra¬ 
dition  of  the  past.  When 
the  business  chapter  de¬ 
cides  (on  April  22  or  23) 
to  withhold  the  $30,000 
allocation  needed  annually 
to  operate  St.  Mary's  No¬ 
vitiate,  the  Mongies  will 
have  to  find  a  new  home. 

What  are  the  possibili¬ 
ties  for  the  future?  Per¬ 
haps  it  would  be  more 
practical  to  ask,  "What  is

the  purpose  of  Novitiate? 
Why  do  we  go  there  in  the 
first  place?  How  is  it  a 
help  in  attaining  the  fi¬ 
nal  goal,  the  priesthood? 
What  qualities  should  be 
present  for  the  formation 
of  novices?"  These  are  on¬ 
ly  a  few  of  the  questions 
some  seminarians  as  well 
as  certain  priests  are 
asking.  We  could  probably 
get  as  many  different  an¬ 
swers  to  them  as  there  are 
members  and  aspiring  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  community.  Ev¬ 
eryone  seems  to  have  a 
different  concept  of  the 
ideal  novitiate. 

Many  priests  who  didn't 
have  a  novitiate  in  their 
seminary  training  feel 
there  is  no  need  for  one 
today.  Other  priests  and 
seminarians  maintain  that 
since  seminary  training  is 
becoming  more  and  more  li¬ 
beral  and  less  contempla¬ 
tive,  the  need  for  a  ’time 
out"  to  reconsider  the  re¬ 
ality  of  a  vocation  is  ne¬ 
cessary. 

The  time  and  length  of 
novitiate  poses  another 
real  problem.  Some  semi¬ 
narians  feel  that  they 
need  a  "time  out"  after  2 


years  of  college.  Others 
feel  they  should  wait  un¬ 
til  they  have  their  degree 
from  college.  Some  feel 
that  a  whole  year  set  a- 
side  is  too  long,  that 
they  could  get  a  more  re¬ 
alistic  view  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  and  the  priesthood  by 
spending  part  of  that  time 
assisting  in  priestly 
works.  Others  feel  it 
takes  almost  a  year  before 
the  real  value  of  noviti¬ 
ate  is  reached.  Some  feel 
that  a  class  should  spend 
some  time  cog ether  before 
they  can  fully  appreciate 
the  value  of  a  community. 
Others  feel  they  could 
sense  more  of  a  feeling  of 
community  by  spending  that 
same  period  of  time  dis¬ 
persed  throughout  the  pro 
vinces.  Some  feel  that 
they  could  never  be  really 
sure  of  their  vocation  un¬ 
less  they  have  this  ’‘time 
out’1  period.  Others  feel 
that  they  could  skip  this 
time  out"  and  proceed 
through  the  seminary 
training  process. 

I  hope  this  gives  the 
reader  some  idea  ox  the 
uncert-  ini  exi.fc.tins;  in 
the  minds  :rf  many  seminar- 
i an s  and  priests.  Wh at  is 
the  ideal  novitiate  situa¬ 
tion?  Does  it  exist?  These 
are  questions  the  present 
novice  master  cannot  an¬ 
swer.  our  provincials  can¬ 
not  answer,  and  I'm  sure 


Pope  Paul  cannot  answer. 
These  are  questions  that 
should  be  bugging  every 
community-minded  member  of 
our  society.  It  used  to  be 
sufficient  for  pastors  and 
educators  to  encourage  vo¬ 
cations,  then  let  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  elected  or  appoint¬ 
ed  men  make  the  decisions 
about  seminary  training. 
In  the  era  of  Vatican  II 
this  passive  attitude  is 
no  longer  reasonable.  We 
are  in  a  transitional 
stage.  The  future  of  the 
hierarchy  of  the  Church 
relies  more  upon  the  pre¬ 
sent  generation  that  upon 
the  future  generations. 

What  lies  ahead  in  the 
future  for  my  class  and 
the  classes  to  follow?  1 
don't  know!  At  one  point  I 
was  very  much  in  favor  of 
maintaining  the  status  quo 
in  regard  to  novitiate. 
Now  I  recognize  the  possi¬ 
bility  that  some  other 
system  may  be  better.  May¬ 
be  the  answer  lies  in 
dealing  with  each  aspiring 
novice  individually.  Maybe 
the  time  has  come  to  quit 
dealing  with  classes  as 
species  who  reach  another 
step  on  the  ladder  to  the 
priesthood  year  after  year. 
Maybe  technology  overstep¬ 
ped  its  limits  in  the  past. 
Maybe  humanism  and  indi¬ 
vidualism  will  be  the 

trends  of  the  future.  On

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the  early  fall  of  the  year  1964  Rev.  Josepn  Smo- 
lar  C.PP.S.  journeyed  to  that  colossal  structure  hud¬ 
dled  in  the  green  hills  outside  Kansas  City--notably 
Precious  Blood  Seminary,  Previously,  Father  had  been 
Dean  of  Men  and  taught  biology  at  St.  Joseph  College, 
and  his  stay  at  P.B,  was  prescribed  for  rest  and  recu¬ 
peration.  It  was  here  amidst  the  rigors  of  freshmen 
biology  class  that  Father  Smolar  developed  a  friend¬ 
ship  with  the  infamous  class  of  *68.  His  stay  at  the 
minor  seminary  was  brief  and  we  all  grieved  when  he 
left  and  moved  to  a  more  healthful  post  in  sunny  Cali¬ 
fornia.  Our  four  years  of  high  school  sped  by  and  Fa¬ 
ther  was  chosen  to  give  our  commencement  speech,  but 
was  unable  to  attend  the  ceremonies  Decause  of  ill¬ 
ness. 

In  early  1967  Father  Smolar  was  transferred  to  Lit¬ 
tle  Company  of  Mary  Hospital  in  Evergreen  Park,  Illi¬ 
nois.  Realizing  the  advantageous  proximity  of  St,  Jo¬ 
seph's  College,  he  devised  a  program  by  which  five 
members  of  the  P.B.  alumni,  Rick  Coerver,  Bernie  Hahn, 
Gary  Luiz,  Mike  Hoar  and  Gary  Gettman  could  spend  the 
latter  half  of  their  Christmas  vacation(January  5th  to 
January  19th)  working  at  the  hospital  as  chaplain  as¬ 
sistants  and  physical  therapy  aides.  Initially  Father 
Smolar  attempted  to  arrange  some  sort  of  pay  for  us, 
but  his  efforts  were  in  vain,  and  subsequently ,we  were 
all  more  than  willing  to  volunteer  our  services,  es¬ 
pecially  since  our  food  consumption  was  considerable. 
(Hoar  and  Luiz.) 

Our  work  activities  during  the  two  week  stay  were 
regulated  by  a  rather  flexible  schedule.  Each  day  two 
men  worked  in  physical  therapy,  two  men  accompanied 
the  priests  on  communion  checks  and  visits,  and  the 
fifth  party  rose  at  6:30  a,m,  and  assisted  the  chap¬ 
lain  during  communion  rounds.  This  schedule  was  rotat¬ 
ed  daily  so  we  each  gained  balanced  experience  in  both 
the  medical  and  physiological  c  iplexities  of  physical 
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*My  brothers  and  friends  in  Christ,  I  cannot  sit 
back  and  say  that  I  have  some  things  to  give,  and  that 
I  would  like  to  share  and  not  share,  for  I’m  writing 
this  article  because  I  have  some  things  that  I  would 
like  to  share,  to  give. 

Within  recent  years  the  ideal  about  Community  has 
been  pushed  around,  up  and  down,  left  and  right,  Re-r 
cently  I  got  this  ideal  from  a  young  lad  during  our 
retreat  who  said ,  "We  are  united  together  under  Cod 
for  one  purpose  and  that  is  to  communicate,  And  if 
you  really  think  about  it ,  you  and  I  are  here  on  this 
earth  to  communicate  with  each  other  and  to  live  by 
the  law  of  God,  It’s  like  the  saying;  ’’I  looked  for 
myseif— myself  I  could  not  see,  I  looked  for  God,  but 
God  evaded  me,  I  looked  for  my  neighbors  and  I  found 
all  three,"  This  means  I  think  that  B,P,’s,  Xavier 
guys,  and  C,PP,S,  community  members  should  be  striving 
for  a  unity  of  spirit  in  a  unique  love  (as  one  ^ig 
happy  family) , 

If  we  are  an  imitation  of  the  Holy  Trinity  vp  can 
say  that  we  are  a  community,  If  it  is  a  comm^ity, 
then  we  are  only  loved  by  God,  with  a  saving  love,  in¬ 
sofar  as  we  belong  to  the  community.  To  be  ’’In  Christ" 
means  to  belong  to  the  community  summoned  by  the  Lord, 

In  the  morning  we  assemble  as  a  Christian  community 
at  prayer  (sometimes) ;  or  does  worshiping  God  mean 
anything  to  us  today  in  this  modern  world  in  communir 
ty.  And  it  is  imperative  that  we  be  aware  of  who  we 
are  and  of  who  our  brothers  are,  For  I  believe  that 
our  C,PP,S,  community  (not  only  this  community,  but 
any  community  or  family)  is  a  communion  of  persons  in 
the  one  life  which  is  that  of  Christ, 

I  may  be  wrong,  but  if  it  is  true  that  we  are  com*r 
munity  men,  we  must  live  by  the  law  of  the  community. 
And  to  live  by  the  law  of  the  community  is  to  live  by 

love. 
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Love  plays  such  an  important  part  in  each  and  every 
one  of  us  that  without  this  one  cannot  survive.  ITve 
heard  before  that  without  love  there  can  be  no  pain. 
But  it  is  equally  true  that  without  love  there  can  be 
no  happiness,  for  there  can  be  no  life.  ’’Man  cannot 
live  by  bread  alone.”  In  this  day  of  psychological 
study  and  personality  analysis,  we  know  the  truth  of 
this  statement  as  never  before.  Man’s  social  needs, 
which  must  be  satisfied  by  a  favorable  response  from 
his  fellows,  are  as  vital  as  food  itself  in  making  his 
life  complete.  We  must  be  ’‘somebody”  in  the  groups 
of  which  we  are  a  part,  not  a  ’’nobody."  Our  heed  for 
knowing  we  belong  is  also  very  great.  So  can  you  see 
my  point?  Well  enough  said!  If  you’re  as  sophisticated 
as  I  think  you  are,  you’ll  understand.  If  You’re  not, 
no  amount  of  explanation  would  make  it  clear.  But 
really  we  must  love  one  another  as  our  Father  In  Hea¬ 
ven  has  loved  us.  If  we  do  not!  communicate,  then  there 
isn't  love.  "How  can  man  iove;  God  whom  he  cannot  see 
if  he  doesn’t  love  man  whom  he  can  see.”  I  would  say 
that  we  are  not  loving  because  we  are  not  accepting 
that  person,  or  understanding  him  for  what  he  is.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  if  this  is  established,  then  there  is  love; 
not  only  lot  the  C.PP.S.  but  for  all  of  Christ’s  peo¬ 
ple.  This  human  love  is  the  expression  of  the  \love  of 
God  working  through  the  natural,  God-created  instincts 
of  humanity. 

Love  is  the  essential  feature  of  any  community.  It 
is  not  lust  the  religious  who  live  a  community  life, 
but  also  foi:  every  Christian.  For  we  all  are  called  to 
salvation.  We  are  to  save  not  only  our  own  skin,  not 
just  our  own  special  kind  of  friend,  but  all  men,  all 
our  brothers  in  Christ.

x  We  must  give  ourself.  We  must  constantly  give  if  we 
belong  to  Christ,  and  we  are  to  give,  above  all  our 
love  which  is  the  hardest  challenge.  The  love  that  we 
have,  after  all,  is  a  givt  from  God.

As  I  was  taught  in  my  theology  class  by  Fr.  O’Dell, 
the  Church  is  a  human  encounter.  It  must  have  visibil¬ 
ity.  That  encounter  is  a  human  relationship  with  God, 
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And  how  is  this?  It  is  with  each  person  that  you  and  I 
come  in  contact  with.  It  grows  like  any  relationship 
through  reflection,  and  expression  and  dies  like  any 
other  human  relationship  that  dies.  For  the  Christian 
it  grows  only  in  contacts  of  human  relationships  and 
this  again  I  think  is  where  love  comes  in  and  plays  an 
important  part  not  only  in  the  life  of  the  religious 
or  a  priest  but  for  each  human  creature  that  God  has 
created.
